“Rather heavy artillery fighting oe- 
curred in the region Of Omnicy and 
Reims, trenches at Avoeourt wood and 
northwest of hill 344 (Verdun front). 
Our fire everywhere checked the as­ 
sailants and prisoners, including an 
officer, remaining in bur hands. 
“Our lines were bombarded intcr- 
mittenUg in the region of Avoeourt 
and north of Dounmont. At times there 
was heavy artillery firing at various 
points in Lorraine and Alsace. 
“On Tuesday three German airplanes 
word brought down by our pilots and 
two by the fire of our antiaircraft 
guns. 
“Macedonian front:

ciprocal artillery activity west of Lake 
Polhan in the Cerna Bend and north 
of Monastlr.” 
British Smash H eavy Raids. 
London, March 8.—A raid attempted 
by the enemy at night east of Epehy, 
under cover of a heavy artillery bar­ 
rage, was completely repulsed, the war 
office reports. “Other hostile raiding 
parties which endeavored to reach our 
lines southeast of Bois Grenier and 
east of Poeloapelle, were equally un­ 
successful. 
“The enemy’s artillery has boon ac­ 
tive in the Seaipe valley west of Lens 
and east of Ypres, and shortly before 
dawn developed considerable activity 
In the Neuve Chapelle sector.” 
Italian Guns Shell Teutons. 
Rome, March 8.—The Italian and en­ 
emy batteries on important sectors of 
the front have again taken up recipro­ 
cal firing activity. The statement from 
tlx* war office also reports effective 
work by Italian airships.

DUTCH AND 
GERMANS FIGHT 


(Associated Press) 
The Hagu e, Netherlands, Mar., 7. 
A pitched battle between the Ger­ 
man frontier gu ards and a detach­ 
m ent of German deserters who were 
try ing to escape across the border 
into Holland took place a few day s 
ago ju st across the barbed wire bou n­ 
dary . 


The deserters were Alsatians and 
were well arm ed. They were accom­ 
panied by a nu m ber of F3elgian w ork­ 
men, who also wished to escape into 
Holland. The Alsatians had been on 
the Ru ssian front throu ghou t 
the 
war, and were ju st being transferred 
to the west. 


As they approached the bou ndry , 
the Germ an gu ards opened fire, bu t 
the Alsatians replied promptly , kill- 
ingand wou nding three of the small 
party of gu ards. The others retired 


to seek reinforcem ents while the Al­ 
satians began cu tting the wire, which 
was presently short-circu ited, cau s­ 
ing a blaze 


Before a path had been open a- 
crofis the border, a detachm ent of 
m ou nted German m ilitary police gal­ 
loped u p. A fter a short skirm ish, the 
gu ard su cceeded in ov er powering 
the Alsatians. A few of the Belgian 
workm en howev er, su cceed in getting 
into Holland safely .

ernm ent because of the had ex ample 
ho set to the nobility In g iving his 
property over to the peasants. Since 
then he has resided in France and 
become a naturalized citizen of the 
republic. 
A personal friend of K er­ 
ensky . Count Nesselrode was a fer­ 
vent adh erent to the revolution and 
g ave to the provisional g overnment 
w hat aid he could from this end. 
“ The French 
are 
astonished at 
the prog ress m ade by German inilu- 
ence in R ussia,’’ he say s, “ hut they 
forg et that the G erm ans are simply 
reaping the rew ard of persistent ef­ 
forts that date hack to a remote per­ 
iod.” 
As an ex ample, Count Nessel­ 
rode points to the g reat num ber of 
universities w here they were aided 
and cultivated in every , way He puts 
the num ber just before the war at 
3 5,000.

A m sterdam , Feb. 15.— Circulation 
iu o ther bellig erent countries of the 
report th at official recog nition of pol­ 
y g am y had been g iven in Germany , 
in order to till up as q uickly as pos­ 
sible th e trem endous g aps which the 
w ar has m ade in the German arm y , 
has aroused indig nation in the G er­ 
man empire. 
This report is said to 
have been m entioned in the British 
House of Commons by A rth ur J. Bal­ 
four, the British Foreig n Minister, 
and by Lord Robert Cecil, the B rit­ 
ish M inister of Munitions. 
In the relig ious weekly paper. Die 
C'nristliche W elt, 
Professor M artin 
Hade declared recently that poly g ­ 
am y is countenanced neither by the 
G erm an g overnm ent nor by the Ger­ 
man people. 
He contends th a t sin­ 
g le pam phlets advocating a plurality 
of wives such as the one referred to 
by Lord Robert Cecil, are the work 
of “ irresponsible persons” and should 
not he taken seriously . 
Moreover, 
Professor Hade holds th a t history 
has shown th at after all g reat wars, 
the losses have been m ade g ood by 
norm al m arriag es. 
T here seem to be, however, a g ood 
m any 
“ irresponsible 
persons” 
in 
Germ any who hold q ueer ideas as to 
the breeding of the future German. 
The Berliner T ag eblatt devotes an 
article to them. 
It beg ins by say ing 
th a t the pam phlet q uoted 
in 
the 
House of Commons had no sort of 
official sanction and that, on the con­ 
trary , it was q uickly suppressed. The 
Tag eblatt, however, m entions the ac­ 
tivities of the “ E den and Mittag s- 
h und” m ovem ent and the “ H am m ar 
Com m unity ," w hose 
ideas 
for In­ 
creasing tiie birth ra te and to breed 
the “ Germanic sup e rm a n” are 
re­ 
g arded as distinctly peculair. 
Then th ere is the “ German Society 
for R eg eneration” and the “ Order 
of the New T em plars,” which w ant to 
m aintain the balance of births as 
ag ainst the fertility of the Semetic 
races. 
Finally , a society nam ed “ Ari- 
a na ” frankly advocates 
free 
love. 
None of these sects, th e T ag eblatt as­ 
serts, is of any im portance. 
The 
paper furth e r arg ues th a t the soci­ 
eties only w ork on the theories of 
Darw in and Gobineau— both of them 
non-Germ ans— who advocated select­ 
ive breeding of a superior g rade of 
hum an being s.

German atrocities were told to a re­ 
porter by patien ts in army hospital No. 
1, Columbia Oval, the Bron x, in a tour 
of the in stitution , which was made by 
special permission of Col. D. F. Duval, 
comman din g medical officer. 
How the German s “did in ” twelve 
American s last October was told by 
Albert B. Sykes, attached to a division 
san itary corps. 
"Twelve in fan trymen wen t out on 
a n ight patrol,” he said. 
”’1 hey failed 
to return . 
“When dawn came .followin g the 
n ight after their disappearan ce, they 
were 
lyin g 
out 
in 
fron t 
of 
our 
tren ches. 
"Every man had his eyes gouged 
out. 
Their bodies were* terribly muti­ 
lated. In several cases the han ds an d 
legs were gon e. 
“On e n ight n chap simply riddled 
with bomb fragmen ts came through 
our han ds. 
He had been bombed by a 
German officer in an American un i­ 
form in his own tren ch. 
“As for that German , he n ever got 
hack to his own lin es. 
What the rest 
of our men did to him was a shame. 
He was shortly on e of the deadest Ger­ 
man s that this war bus produced.”
